Ta,ft arranged to leave Beverly this af- 
ternoon for a ten days' cruise in Maine- 
waters. The presidential yacht May- 
flower, nil v.-hi;e t-nd spruced up for the 
trip, dropped down to Beverly from GIon- 
center yesterday afternoon. 


Mr. Taft and the members of his fam- 


ily have been looking forward to the 
cruise, with a great deal of 
pleasure. 


There will be no convoy, hut the Muy- 
flowcr will keep close, to the shore und 
will be in wireless touch with navy sta- 
tions along the coast the entire 
time 


the president is aboard. 
.. -The trip to Maine was planned at first 
wholly as a. vacation outing but at the 
lost moment the president consented to 
-make'three speeches nt different points 
in Maine. The addresses will be entire- 
ly informal, however, hud Mr. Taft will 
not touch upon politics in any way. 


First Speech at Eastport. 


Tho first visit ashore and the first 


speech will' be at Kastport, whore the 
Mayflower will arrive Tuesdsxy at noon. 
The second speech will bo at Bangor on 
Saturday and the third will be at Rock- 
land on Tuesday, the, 26th.

will upend three days at Bar Ha/nor, 
where he will .golf each afternoon.

a. body blow by Commissioner Oabell of 
*e. internal revonue bureau, who gave 
out a list of. more than 200 preparations 
which hereafter may be, handled by drug 
stores only after the government liquor 
license is paid. 


These, preparation's,

vertisement, were examined by chemists 
of the treasury department and held to 
bo insufficiently medicated 
to 
remlci 


them unfit for use «s a beverage or t 
take them out of the class of alcoholic 
beverages. 


Treasury department ofTiea.ls said they 


believed that many of these preparations 
..-era concocted mainly for sale in "dry 
territory." It is wstimated there are 40,- 
000 druggists, slightly more than half of 
whom pay the $25 yearly special liquoi 
tax.Secretary MaeVeogh has fixed a sU.nd 
ard of medication to govern the chemists 
in pausing on the question of the amount 
of alcohol that may be used in mcdieina 
preparations. Alcohol will be permitted 
only to the amount necessary to hold ii 
solution all medicine used, or to extract o 
preserve the same. Each prescribed dose 
of a mixture must contain a normal dose 
for an adult of drugs or medicines of -rcc 
ognized therapeutic value.

Xo Supreme Court decision.

state has carried more joy to imprison- 
ed criminals and more regrets to thofse 
outside than this late decision of _the 
Illinois Supreme Court which 
decides 


the state parole law is perfectly valid 
in ail respects. 
The immediate effect 


of this decision ivas to release out of 
1,520 prisoners in the state penitentiary 
at Joliet 367, nearly one fourth of the 
number, and will release a little later 
another batch of 175 already out 
now1 


on parole, as to their final discharge. 
This is not saying, however, a few may 
not deserve parole or freedom. 


No such wholesale delivery 
of

prisoned convicts has occurred previous- 
ly and society at large may be well in- 
terested as to the. workings of parole 
laws. If it is said to one prisoner that 
may be fairly said to merit a parole, 
there are twenty not meriting anything 
of the sort, and on release proceed in 
their evil courses. Shocking crimes -liave 
been committed by more than one Illi- 
nois paroled prisoner, and whether or 
not crinus are committed of the more 
flagrant typo, it seems very clear that 
our sentimentalism should not blind us 
to our duty to .society at large.

hundreds of people were passing on the 
bridge, a few feet distant. 


The lad's brother. John, 
wns with 


him at the time and as soon MS his broth- 
er fell into the water, ran home before 
making the accident known. The body 
lay in the river for nearly two hours 
before any attempt was mode to re- 
move it no one knowing of the accident. 


The two little boys hnd been sent to a 


meat market on State street tit smk<;

they walked across State street br'ulgp. 
and down Main street to the Root river. 
At the southwest corner of the struc- 
ture the boys went down to the docks 
by the river. While playing near the 


200 feet of hose aud the other 223 feet, 
one inch nozzle on each stream.

these streams was attached to a hyd- 
nint east of the main buildings and tihe 
other at the extivme south. 


Section of Hose Breaks. 


A city water gauge was placed on the 


hydrant to the extreme north. The pres-

made the gauge fluctuated between 140 
and 180 pounds, nnd the gauge attached 
to the pump was about the same pres- 
sure.
